The following action is in response to application 10/579,985 filed on May 22, 2006. 

EXAMINER'S AMENDMENT

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relative to each other; the torque-transmission contact faces of the dogs in each of said sets 
having a greater radial than axial dimension, and the circumferential widths of the dogs in each 
of said sets being less than the circumferential spacing of the dogs in the respective set with 
which they are adapted to engage, and including the remaining structure of claim 1 .
